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Prudence. No ſooner was Shroze-2ueſday come, in the Year of his Mayoralty; 
bat having remember'd his promiſe, he ſent ro the Aldermen aad Depuries of 

iery Ward, to give the Maſters notice, that they wou!d highly oblige him, 
they wou'd let their 'Prentices come to his houſe ro breakfaft, and ro play the re-- 
maiuder of that day, ſending them the realon he had to deſire it; ſo thar by 
2ppojntment the ſmalleſt bell in every Pariſh rung ar ten in the morning, and im» 
mediately thereupon the Prentices ſrt up their ops, and came marching 

oocd order; this Bell, from that day, being ever fince call'd the Pancake-bell 
21: the cuſtom has continued, and 'us generally half holy-day, eſpecially among 
the Shocemakers: He left the management of this Feaſt ro his prudent Wife, 
vho Alled the garden, conm-yard, and houſe with forms, tables, chairs, &c. and 
over d them with ſuch plenty of Fritters, Pancakes, dawn. nj ers Ale and Wine, 
and other things ſuitable and in ſeaſon, that they never faw ſuch great ſtore to» 
ether in all their lives. The Lord-mayor walked from place to place to ſee 
every thing put in order, and thar there ſhould be nothing lacking, cncourage- 
ing "fm to cat, and admoniſhing 'em to be good Boys, and (erve their Maſters 
fizhfully, that GOD might ſend them as good iuck as He had ſenthim : Wheres 
at they threw up their caps, and gave a great thour for joy; and then, being 
enrenauin'd tome time with delicare Mufick, they with muck rhankfulneſs depart- 
ed in good order. Soon after this, finding the il] conveniencey the Shooemakers 
had, bccauſe there was no publick Marker for the ſale of Leather, he bought a 
laepe picce of ground at the corner of Graze-church;ſtreet, and builr on it Lea4en« 
Hel, getting the Grant for a publick Marker to be Kope there for leather every 
Alenday; and did many other worthy things, thar ſtands now Monuments of his 
Retembrauce, to the Honor of .the Geautle-craft.. Now he kepr, beſides Fon 
te French ZAan, one Haunce a Dutch Man, and Nicholas an Engliſh Man, to 
work at the wade, whole labour brought hum in much- gain; and' amongſt other 
female fcrvants he had dne Florence, a.pretty witty Wench, inſomuch, that aM 
aheir chops water'd aſter her : Fokn, the French Man, being Fore-man of the ſhop, 
and higheſt in his Maſtcs's favour, gut leave tor her to go to I/tingron, that 
here be might give her a Treat ; which the contenred ro takegand he went before 
to provide x: Burt the Dutch Man over-hcaring ir, waited for her in the fields, 
relling her, Fobn the French Man, was gon quite another way, and had drilled 
her ent only ro make an Aprii-feol of her. This ſo cnraged the Wench, thar 
the cry'd tor anger, and fo away ſhe went hame; then wenr he xo French Fohn, 
and rold him how ſie had tlighrted him, and never intended to come ar him ;
